CREDENTIAL REQUESTS 

In order to qualify for credential for an Ohio State home football 
game, an applicant must represent the recognized news organization 
requesting credentials, Credentials are limited to members of the 
media who are assigned to cover Ohio State football. Credentials 
will be granted to adults only and are non-transferable. 

All members of the media who receive credentials for any of Ohio 
State's home games will be required to show a photo ID, along with 
an assigned credential, when attending a game in Ohio Stadium. 

Requests for credentials should be made in writing on company 
letterhead and can be faxed to (614) 292-8547 or mailed to the 
‘Athletics Communications Office at 124 St. John Arena, 410 Woody 
Hayes Dr., Columbus, OH 43210.

MORE ON CREDENTIALS 

Season credentials will be mailed in mid-August, while single- 
game passes will be mailed 10 days before the game. For those mem- 
bers of the media covering a team visiting Columbus, credentials 
will be sent to the opposing school’s sports information director for 
distribution at that school’s weekly media luncheon. All requests 
made the week of the game will be held for pickup until 5 p.m. 
Friday at the Ohio State Athletics Communications Office in Room 
124, St. John Arena, Credentials not picked up by 5 p.m. Friday 
will be available at the Ohio Stadium Will Call window (Gate 21) 
Saturday, beginning three hours before kickoff. No parking will be 
available after 5 p.m. on Friday. 


OHIO STADIUM PRESS BOX 

The Ohio State Press Box is on the west side of Ohio Stadium. 
‘The Press Box levator is located between Gates 21 and 23. Television 
photographers shooting from the photo deck should exit the eleva- 
tor at the “CD” level. Writers and other members of the electronic 
media, including radio play-by-play crews, should exit at the “PB” 
level. The Press Box opens three houts before kickoff and remains 
open as long as necessary following the game,

PHOTOGRAPHERS 

“Those persons receiving photo credentials will receive a letter of 
authorization that must be exchanged at the press box for a photo 
vest. All persons receiving a sideline photo vest must wear that vest 
over their outer most layer of clothing. Photo vests permit press 
box access before and after the game as well as halftime, but not 
during the game. Photographers are not permitted in the stands.

STATE FOOTBALL 2005 


In his five years at Ohio State, Jim Tressel has led the Buckeyes 
to 50 wins, two Big Ten titles and a national championship. Dur- 
ing the past four years, Tressel’s teams have won four bowl games, 
including three BCS contests, and finished in the top five three 
times. Last year, the Buckeyes closed out a 10-2 season with seven 
consecutive wins, including back-to-back victories over arch-rival 
Michigan and Fiesta Bowl-foe Notre Dame. 

With thac kind of track record, expectations will again be high 
in 2006. No matter that the Buckeyes must replace nine starters 
from one of the best defenses in college football, not to mention 
finding replacements for their leading receiver, top two linemen 
and field-goal kicker, 

A look at the depth chart shows eight starters back on offense, 
including the undeniably talented foursome of quarterback ‘Troy 
Smith, flanker’ Ted Ginn Jr, split end Anthony Gonzalez and tail- 
back Antonio Pittman. Much of the excitement about the coming 
season revolves around that quartet. They were the major cogs 
last year in an offense that averaged 32.7 points and 422.3 yards 
per game. 

In the last half of the season with Smith firing on all cylinders 
and Ginn, Gonzalez and Pittman all hitting their stride behind an 
athletic and under-appreciated offensive line, the Buckeyes were as 
good as any team in the country offensively. 

If there is reason for concern in 2006, it would be on defense 
where the likes of linebackers A. J. Hawk, Bobby Carpenter and 
Anthony Schlegel, defensive end Mike Kudla and all four mem- 
bers of the secondary must be replaced. 

With the All-American Hawk preying on opposing offenses, 
the Buckeyes led the nation against the run and were fifth in both 
total defense and scoring defense. Hawk and his teammates were 


something special and leave a cavernous void to fill. 

But the Buckeyes do have 20 lettermen returning on the defen- 
sive side of the ball, and judging by spring practice there is no lack 
of talent, speed or enthusiasm. Tackles Quinn Pitcock and David 
Patterson, the lone two returning starters, will be stabilizing fac- 
tots, especially early in the campaign. 

“The punting game, always a staple for the 52-year-old Tressel, 
seems set with the return of third-year sophomore A. J. Trapasso. A 
replacement for place-kicker Josh Huston needs to be found, but the 
Buckeye coach has a way of pulling a rabbit out of his hat each fall. 


With a seven-game winning streak intact heading into the season, 
most experts have the Buckeyes ranked in their top five, more than 
a few have Ohio State at No. 1. One thing for sure, OSU will get 
tested early with a road game at Texas in week two and back-to-back 
Big Ten games against Penn State and at Iowa two weeks later. 


‘Ohio State's list of All-America candidates includes Smith at 
quarterback and Ginn at flanker, Both are also considered early 
front runners for the Heisman Trophy. Pirtman will be an All- 
America candidate as will Kirk Barton at tackle and Doug Datish at 
center. ‘The rough-and-tumble Pitcock is yet another possibility. 
‘There is excitement, too, about the incoming freshman class, es- 
pecially running back Chris Wells, generally considered the No, 1 
catch in the nation last year, and linebacker Ross Homan. Both en- 
rolled early and took part in spring practice. Cornerback Kurt Cole- 
man also came in early and turned heads with his performance 


OFFENSE 
QUARTERBACK 


‘Troy Smith is coming off sensational year in which he rolled 
up 2,893 yards in otal offense and accounted for 27 touchdowns 
(16 passing and 11 rushing). The 6-1 senior, who also led the Big 
Ten in passing efficiency, is 13-2 as a starter heading into his final 
year, Mentally tough, he is blessed with a strong arm and is an ex- 
tremely dangerous runner, No one is better at keeping a play alive, 
especially when the chips are down, 

Senior Justin Zwick, a veteran of 17 games including nine 
starts, also returns as do sophomore Todd Boeckman and redshirt 


freshman Robbie Schoenhoft. Boeckman is in his third year in the 
program and knows the offense inside-out. Schoenhoft is raw, but 
talented. The Buckeyes are four deep here. 


TAILBACK 


Antonio Pittman had a superb sophomore season, finishing the 
2005 campaign with 1.331 yards and seven touchdowns on 243 
carries, an average of 5.5 yards per carry. The 5-11, 195-pounder 
picks up tough yards inside and delivers a blow in the process. He 
has the ability to make defenders miss, rarely goes down on the 
first hit and has the speed to take it to the house. 

Sophomore Maurice Wells, Ohio State’s third leading rusher 


last year with 199 yards, enhanced his starus with a strong spring 
showing, So did frosh Chris Wells, who is no relation, and ac 6-1 
and 225 gives the Buckeyes a bruising runner in the Keith Byars- 
Eddie George mold. 

You can never have too many good tailbacks in the Big Ten. 
Ohio State has three good ones. 


FULLBACK 

Senior Stan White Jr returns for his second year as the starter at 
shat is really a combination of fullback and H-back, He is a smart 
football player who understands his role as blocker in OSU's of- 
fensive scheme. Although rarely called upon, the former tight end 
is a sure-handed receiver. 

Dionte Johnson gives the Buckeyes a solid one-two punch at 
fullback. The 6-0, 234-pound junior is in the best shape of his ca- 
reer (down 15 pounds from a year ago) and figures to help both as 
a blocker and a shore-yardage runner. He is one of those bulldozer- 
type runners that moves the pile and gets the crowd on its feet, 


WIDE RECEIVERS 

‘This is certainly another area of strength, 

In Ted Ginn Jr, and Anthony Gonzalez, the Buckeyes boast two 
of the fastest and most sure-handed receivers in college foorball. 
‘They give OSU a lethal one-two punch, 

‘The clectrifying Ginn is coming off his best year as a receiver, 
finishing the 2005 season with 51 catches for 803 yards and four 
touchdowns — the shortest of which covered 42 yards. He had 17 
receptions in his last cwo games and was virtually unstoppable. 
In the win over Notre Dame in the Fiesta Bowl, he scored on a 
56-yard reception and a 68-yard reverse. No one touched him on 
cither play. Trying to tackle him is a litte bie like trying to capture 
lightning in a bottle. 

Gonzalez toraled 28 receptions, tallied three touchdowns and 
ayeraged 13.3 yards per catch in 2005 as the third option. Look for 
those numbers to go up in 2006 as he assumes a more dominant 
role in the OSU offense. He is the perfect complement to Ginn 
and has the versatility to move inside to the slot when the Buckeyes 
employ three wide receivers. 

Senior Roy Hall hopes to take over as the third receiver. He has 
been a key reserve the past three years and is coming off his best 
spring, especially in terms of consistency. He gives the Buckeyes a 
physical presence on the edge. 

Brian Robiskie, who saw enough time last year as a true fresh- 
man to carn his first varsity letter, and redshirt freshman Brian 
Hartline were impressive in the spring, 

Walter Dukes, Devin Jordan and Deyon Lyons round out a 
solid group of receivers. 


OFFENSIVE LINE 

Big, strong, athletic, explosive and experienced are all adjectives 
that can be used to describe this year’s front five. 

Kirk Barton, Doug Datish and TJ. Downing were regulars last 
year and will be three of the best in the Big Ten, Alex Boone, Steve 
Rehring, Tim Schafer, Jim Cordle, Ben Person, Kyle Mitchum, Ty- 
ler Whaley and Jon Skinner make this one of the deeper lines in 
recent memory. 

Barron is a force at right tackle. He is coming off a great sopho- 
‘more season and is.a big-time player. Boone, who saw time last year 
as a true freshman is expected to move in at left tackle on a full- 
rime basis, He is one of the Buckeyes’ up-and-coming stars. 

Datish, who started ar left guard in 2004 and left cackle last year, 
will ake over at center for Nick Mangold. Big shoes to fill, but the 
coaching staff believes he is equal to the challenge, 

Downing, meanwhile, returns for his second season as a starter 
at right guard and isa cough, hard-nosed, football player who loves 
playing inside.

Pitcock, unquestionably the strongest player on 
the ream, will be in his third year as a starter and is a dominating 
player. Patterson, who started at end last year but usually moved

“The Buckeyes will miss graduated strongman Mike Kudla at 
the rush end, but in 6-6, 270-pound sophomore Lawrence Wilson 
they have a diamond-in-the-rough, who is already being compared 
to former OSU All-All-American Will Smith.

Jay Richardson will take over at the other end spot. The rangy (6-

Marcus Freeman played as a freshman in 2004 and would have 
been a major contributor last year had not a knee injury in the first 
game caused him co miss the remainder of the season. Freeman, 
who is blessed with outstanding speed, is expected to take over for 
Hawk at theWill linebacker position. 

John Kerr will move in at the Mike spot for Schlegel. Kerr start 
ed as a freshman at Indiana before transferring to Ohio Stare. He 
has played behind Hawk the past two years and is a savvy football 
player. Mike D’Andrea also returns in the middle, One of the top 
linebackers in the nation coming out of high school, he has missed 
much of the past two seasons with injuries. If he can stay healthy, 
he can be a difference maker, 

Sophomore James Laurinaitis is expected to be the starter at Sam 
linebacker, He stepped in at Michigan last year when Carpenter 
broke his ankle and then started the bowl game against Notre Dame, 
He played well in both games and continued to shine in the spring, 


Freshman Ross Homan, who enrolled winter quarter, is coming 
off an impressive spring and will add quality depth, probably on 
Freeman's side. 


‘The coaches expect good things too from junior Curtis Terry, 
junior college transfer Larry Grant, junior Chad Hoobler and red- 
shire freshman Austin Spitler. Terry could play on the edge, ala 
Carpenter last year in certain situations, and Grane brings a certain 
swagger with him that will aid this young group.

Dependable Nate Salley and Tyler Everett have graduated and 
Austin Youboty and Donte Whitner have opted to pursue their 
dreams of playing in the NBL, so the coaching staff has four holes 
to fill. 

Coming out of spring practice Malcom Jenkins and Antonio 
Smith appear to be the likely starters at cornerback. Jenkins started 
four games at the boundary last year as a true freshman filling in 
for the injured Everett. A physical player with excellent cover skills, 
he has added 15 pounds since last year. Smith is a former walk-on 
who was converted to scholarship last spring. Athletic and smart, 
he makes few mistakes and has good quickness, 

Andre Amos and Donald Washington are the backup corners. 
Both were impressive last fall but were ultimately redshirted, True 
freshman Kurt Coleman, a spring quarter enrollee, will be in the 
picture, too, after a solid showing in the spring. In his short time 
on the OSU campus, Coleman has demonstrated the ability 10 
make plays and is surprisingly knowledgeable for his age. 

“The safety spots will be held down by Jamario O'Neal and Nick 
Patterson with help from Anderson Russell and Brandon Mitchell. 

“The athletic O'Neal will play the strong safety spot. He lettered 
lase year asa true freshman, but almost all of his playing time came 
with the special teams.

missing out on that ttle for the first time in four years. With his 
booming leg, Trapasso has the potential to be a Ray Guy Award 
candidate. John ‘Thoma is a capable backup. 

Ryan Pretorius and Aaron Pettrey are the leading candidates to 
replace Josh Huston in the place-kicking department. The South 
African-born Pretorius was the backup last year, but his only game 
experience is one kickoff. Pettrey was a true freshman last year and 
did not sce any game action. This should be one of the more in- 
teresting battles during fall camp. Pectrey helped his cause in the 
spring with a 59-yard field goal in the kicking scrimmage. 

In the long snapping area, Drew Norman does return, He 
turned in a solid showing last year in his first year as a regular.

WHAT IS COMPLIANCE? 
Ar Ohio State, theathletics compliance 
office works within the department 
of athletics and the university to 
ensure Ohio State’s compliance with 
all applicable rules. In doing so, the 
compliance office is charged with the 
following tasks: 
* Educating administrators, coaches, 
staff, prospects, scudencathleces and 
boosters about NCAA, Big Ten and 
institutional rules; 
Developing monitoring systems 
to ensure compliance with these 
rules, ‘These systems are designed to 
monitor rules pertaining to recruiting, 
academic eligibility, financial aid, 
awards, extra benefits, ethical conduct, 
amateurism, agents, employment, 
occasional meals and the playing and 
practice seasons for each sport; and 
Investigating and reporting violations 
of NCAA, Big Ten and institucional 
rules to the appropriate governing 
authority. 


ARE YOU A BOOSTER? 

You are a booster if you are or ever 

have: 

* Been a member of a booster 
organization thar supports Ohio 
Seate athletics; 

+ Made any financial contributions to 
any area of Ohio State; 


Made any annual or lifetime 
 rpebeshp commitment toa booster 
organization; 

Been involved with the recruitment 

of a prospect: 

* Provided benefits to an enrolled 
student-athlete or their relatives ot 
friends; 

+ Been involved in promoting Ohio 
State's athletic program; 

+ Provided or helped co arrange 
employment for student-athletes; 

+ Been a parent(s) or legal guardian(s) 
of an enrolled student-athlete; or 

+ Been a season ticker holder. 


ONCE A BOOSTER ... ALWAYS A 

BOOSTER. 

According to the NCAA, once an 
individual has been identified as a 
booster, he or she retains this identity 
forever. 

If you do nor meer the definition 
of a booster, you can still be classified 
as a booster if you provide benefits co 
prospects, scudent-athletes, their relatives 
or friends and any of the following 
statements are crue. 

* The relationship between the athlete 
(or parents of the athlete) and the 
individual providing the benefits 
developed as a result of the athlete's 
participation in athletics or their 


reputation as an athlete; 

The relationship began only after the 

athlete became a prospect; 

The relationship began only after the 

athlete had achieved notoriety due to 

his or her athletic ability or reputation; 

or 

* The pattern of giving increased after 
the athlete attained notoriety as a 
skilled athlete. 


WHAT IS AN EXTRA BENEFIT? 

A recruiting inducement or extra 
benefic is any special arrangement by 
an Ohio State University employee or 
booster to provide a prospect, a student- 
athlete or their relatives or friends a 
benefit not expressly authorized by the 
NCAA. Examples of impermissible extra 
benefits include but are not limited to: 

* cash or any type of gifts; 

* loans or cosigning of loans; 

* vehicle or the use of a vehicle; 

* payment for or arrangement of 
transportation costs; 

* free or reduced cost goods or 
services: 

* free or reduced cost housing; or 

* concert or sporting event tickers 


WHAT ARE THE CONSEQUENCES? 
Ohio State is responsible for the 
actions of its boosters. If a booster 


provides an impermissible benefit ro 
a prospect, a student-athlete, or their 
relatives or friends, Ohio State may 
be subject ro penalties, even if the 
student-athlete has completed his or 
her eligibility. The prospect or student- 
athlete whe accepts an impermissible 
benefit jeopardizes his or her eligibility 
for intercollegiate competition. A booster 
who provides an impermissible benefic 
may be disassociated from the university’ 
athletics program. Disassociation results 
ina loss of ll benefits or privileges offered 
by the department of athletics and may 
involve other penalties as appropriate.

SIXTH SEASON, BALDWIN WALLACE, 1975 


Jim Tressel is in his sixth season as the head football coach at Ohio 
State, His stellar resume with the Buckeyes 
of 50-13, a National Championship, .wo Big Ten co-championships, 
2. 19-game winning streak, National Coach of the Year honors, five 
bowl appea in as many tries in BCS games and 
three top-five finishes in the national polls. 

‘Tressel’s 2005 Buckeyes posted a 10-2 record and closed out the 
season with seven consecutive victories, including back-to-back 
wins over Michigan and Notre Dame. The win over the Irish in the 
‘Tostitos Fiesta Bowl was the fourth bowl victory in as many years for 
the Buckeyes, who finished a solid fourth in the final polls. 

In addition to a 4-1 Bow! record, Tressel is also 4-1 against 
Michigan. No coach in Ohio State annals can match his 8-2 start 
in those two areas,

Tressel, who owns an overall record of 185-70-2 in 20 years asa 
head coach, was named as the Buckeyes’ 22nd head coach on Jan. 
18, 2001. His original five-year contract was extended through 2008 
following the 2002 season, and he was given a new five-year contract 
at the end of the 2005 campaign that runs through 2012, 

Tressel led his first Ohio State squad to a 7-5 record that included 
a dramatic road win over Michigan in the regular-season finale, 

In 2002, Ohio State literally came from out of nowhere to capture 
the Big Ten’, first consensus national title since 1968. The Buckeyes 
achieved the elusive title by posting a 13-0 regular-season record 
and then upsetting top-ranked Miami in the Tostitos Fiesta Bowl 
in a 31-24 double-overtime thriller, becoming the first Division I-A 
school to record a 14-0 campaign. 


“Tressel was showered with accolades following the 2002 campaign. 
He was named National Coach of the Year by the America Football 
Coaches Association (an award he won three times at Division I-AA 
Youngstown State), thus becoming the first person in the history of 
the AFCA to win that honor at two different schools. He also received 
the Eddie Robinson National Coach of the Year Award from the 
Football Writers Association of America. Additionally, Tressel was 
selected as the Bobby Dodd and the Paul “Bear” Bryant National 
Coach of the Year. He also was the choice of the ‘Touchdown Club 
‘lub of Washington D.C. as National 


of Columbus and the Pigskin 
Coach of the Year. 

During the 2003 season, Tressel led the Buckeyes to an 11-2 
record and their second consecutive appearance in a BCS bowl 
game, where OSU defeated Big XII champion Kansas State in a 
return visit to the desert and the Tostitos Fiesta Bowl. The Buckeyes 
began the 2003 campaign by winning their first five games and 
stretching their winning streak to 19 games, the second longest 
streak in school history. 

Despite the loss of 28 seniors and a record 14 players who 
were drafted by the NFL at the end of the 2004 campaign, Tressel 
guided the 2004 Buckeyes to an 8-4 record that included a win over 
Michigan in the regular-season finale and a victory ovet Oklahoma 
State in the MasterCard Alamo Bowl. 

With the win over Oklahoma State (the Buckeyes’ third 
consecutive bowl victory), Tressel recorded his fortieth victory at Ohio 
State, becoming just the fifth Buckeye coach to reach that plateau. 


Tressel spent 15 seasons as the head coach at Youngstown State 
prior to coming to Ohio Stare. His record at Ohio State includes a 
30-10 ledger in Big Ten play. With a 35-6 win at Indiana in 2003, 
‘Tressel went 100 games over .500 in terms of wins and losses. 

Since coming to Ohio State; Tressel has posted an impressive 
record of 21-7 against Top 25 teams, including a 7-2 mark against 
Top 10 squads. And if the sign of a good coach is winning the close 
ones, Tressel — with a 17-9 record in games decided by a touchdown 
or less while at Ohio State — has few peers 

Fourteen of Tressel’: players have won first-team All-American 
honors and four ~ center LeCharles Bentley, placekicker Mike 
Nugent, Punter B.J. Sander and linebacker A. J. Hawk have won 
major individual awards. Hawk is the latest individual honoree, 
claiming the Lombardi Award in 2005 as the nation’s best defensive 
lineman or linebacker, 

‘Tressel’ teams also have fared well in the classroom, annually 
leading the Big Ten in academic all-conference picks. At the 
conclusion of the 2003 season, quarterback Craig Krenzel 
— a molecular gentetics major ~ was named as the Academic All- 
‘American of the Year and received the prestigious Draddy Award 
from the National Football Foundation and Hall of Fame. This 
past fall, a record 56 Buckeyes recorded grade point averages of 
3.00 or better and the football ream as a whole sports an overall 
GPA of 2.81. 

‘Ac Youngstown State, where he also served for a period of time 
as Athletics Director, Tressel was one of the most respected Division 
EAA coaches in America. His years there were ripe with success, the 
Penguins winning four national championships and qualifying for 
the Division I-AA playoffs a remarkable 10 times. During his stay at 
he compiled an overall record of 135-57-2 and was a four-time 
pick as the Division I-AA National ‘Coach of the Year. 

Bur making the jump to Ohio State was not a difficult decision 
for Tressel. His Buckeye roots run deep. 

His father, the late Lee Tressel, played, albeit briefly, at Ohio State

before his promising collegiate career was cut short by World War Il. 
Asa youth, Jim grew up shagging balls for Cleveland Browns’ great 
Lou “The Toe” Groza who also attended Ohio State. Both the elder 
“Tressel, who would go on to become a coaching legend at Baldwin 
Wallace College in northeastern Ohio, and Groza, a family friend 
and neighbor, were lifelong Ohio State fans, a feeling not lost on 
the younger Tressel. 

“Tharbond grew even stronger in 1983 when Jim, in the infancy of 
his own coaching career, was named quarterbacks and receivers coach 
at Ohio State. During a memorable three-year stay in Columbus, the 
Buckeyes won 27 games, captured the 1984 Big Ten Championship 
and played in the Fiesta, Rose and Citrus bowls. 

Following the 1985 season, Tressel, at age 33, left Ohio State to 
become head coach at Youngstown State. In addition to capturing 
four national titles, the Penguins also appeared in two other 
championship games. 

Additionally, five of Tressel’s teams won 12 or more games in a 
season, including his 1994 championship squad, which fashioned 
a 14-0-1 record. His 1991, "92, 93 and ’94 teams all played in the 
national championship tilt, becoming just the second Division LAA 
school to make four-consecutive appearances in the title game. 

“Tressel was selected as National Coach of the Year in 1991,"93, 
94 and ’97. When he left Youngstown State, he was the second- 
most successful coach in school history, trailing only Dwight “Dike” 
Bede, who amassed 147 wins in a 32-year span. 

Equally impressive was the showing of the Youngstown State 
team in the classroom, where during his last two years a coral of 
67 players achieved a grade point average of 3.00 or better during 
the fall semester. 

“Tressel also was deeply involved in the Youngstown community, 
taking an active leadership role in a number of key civic issues 
and working extensively with Ronald McDonald's Children’s 
Charities and the Salvation Army. His genuine concern for the 
people of Youngstown and the Mahoning Valley area made him a 
community icon. 

‘Tressel’s coaching staff reflects his personality and shares his 
beliefs and values. It is a diverse group with a wide range of 
coaching experience and expertise. More than anything else, 
however, itis a group dedicated to the well-being of Ohio State's 
student-athletes. 

Tressel was born in Mentor, Ohio, where his father reeled off

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record and defeated Pittsburgh in the Fiesta Bowl. OSU scored 
the winning touchdown on a 39-yard pass from quarterback Mike 
‘Tomezak to split end Thad Jemison with 39 seconds left in the game. 
Not a bad way for the Buckeyes’ new quarterbacks and receivers 
coach to begin his stay in Columbus. 

In 1984 and '85, Tressel was given the added responsibility of 
coaching the Buckeyes’ running backs. The '84 team won the Big 
Ten and played in the Rose Bowl, and Tressel protégé, junior tailback 
Keith Byars, finished second in the Heisman Trophy voting, In 1985, 
the Buckeyes defeated BYU in the Florida Citrus Bowl. 

Tressel’s departure for Youngstown State at the end of the 1985 
campaign came as no surprise. Widely regarded as one of the up- 
and-coming young assistant coaches in college football, he had paid 
his dues and was ready for the next step. 

Still, the transition to head coach was not easy. Tressel’s frst 
team lost its first four games and finished with a 2-9 record. His 
first win as a college coach came against Tennessee Tech, Oct. 11, 
in Youngstown. The score was 30-6 


But from that humble beginning, ‘Tressel built a powerhouse. 

In 1987, the second-year coach guided the Penguins to an 8-4 
record and thei first appearance in the Division I-AA playoffs. YSU 
won the Ohio Valley Conference title that year and Tressel was named 
OVC Coach of the Year. 

In 1989, the Penguins began an incredible run of six-consecutive 
playoff appearances, winning three national championships and 
playing in four-consecutive title games between 1991 and 1994, 

‘Tressel’s first national crown came in 1991, when the Penguins 
defeated Marshall, 25-17, in the championship game, As a 
of thar victory, Jim and his dad (who died in 1981) became the 
only father-and-son combination in college football to win national 
championships (Lee Tressel won the 1978 Division III crown at 
Baldwin Wallace) 

‘The Penguins losta rematch with Marshall the following year, but 

won the rubber game with the Thundering Herd in 1993 for their 
second I-AA title in three years. They then made it three-our-of-four 
in 1994 with a 28-14 win over Boise State. 
Tressel’s fourth national title came in 1997, when the Penguins 
ated MeNeese State, 10-9, in the championship game. 
Youngstown State also played for the title in 1999, but lost to Georgia 
Southern in the finals. 

During the decade of the 1990s, Youngstown State had a 
combined record of 103-27-2, the most wins by any Division LAA 
team and the fourth most by any program in the country.

JIM BOLLMAN 


OFFENSIVE COORDINATOR AND OFFENSIVE LINE, SIXTH SEASON 


Jim Bollman is in his sixth season at Ohio State. He is the 
Buckeyes’ offensive coordinator and also serves as the offen: 
line coach. 

Bollman believes in a diverse offense that attacks the defense with 
a variety of looks and weapons. 

In 2005, the Buckeyes averaged 32.7 points and 422.3 yards per 
game. Over the course of a 12-game season, Ohio State averaged a 
very impressive 6.3 yards per play, throwing for 225.7 yards per game 
and rushing for 196.7 per contest. During a seven-game winning 
streak that closed out the season, the Buckeyes averaged 38 points 
per game. In the regular-season finale against Michigan, Ohio State 
rolled up 418 yards, Six weeks later in the win over Notre Dame in 
the Fiesta Bowl, OSU amassed 617 yards in total offense, the sixth 
highest coral in school annals and the most yards every surrendered 
by Notre Dame. 

Bollman has helped develop a number of outstanding players 
while at Ohio State. In 2001, his first year with the Buckeyes, 
center LeCharles Bentley won the Dave Rimington Award as the 
best center in college football. Bentley, now a starter with the New 
Orleans Saints and a Pro Bowl selection in 2003, won consensus 
All-America honors that year. 

Additionally, guard Alex Stepanovich and tackle Shane Olivea 
were taken in the 2005 NFL draft and started as rookies. In 2005, 
guard Robbie Sims and center Nick Mangold both won all-Big 
Ten honors. 

A native of Ashtabula, Ohio, Bollman came to Ohio State from 
the Chicago Bears, where he spent the 1999 and 2000 seasons as 
tight ends coach. He was the tight ends coach for the Philadelphia 
Eagles in 1998. 

Bollman played his college football at Ohio University. He won 
four letters as an offensive lineman for the Bobcats and was team 
caprain asa senior in 1976. He graduated from Ohio University in 
1977 with a degree in education. 

Bollman launched his coaching career in June of 1977 as a 
graduate assistant at Miami (Ohio). In January of 1978, he was 
named offensive line coach of the Redskins, a position he held 
until 1982, when he accompanied head coach Tom Reed to North 
Carolina State. It was during his stint at Miami that Bollman first

met Jim Tressel, who served as quarterbacks coach for the Redskins 
in 1979 and ’80, 

During his three years at N.C, State, Bollman was the assistant 
head coach. He also coached the offensive line in 1983 and 84 and 
the inside linebackers in 1985. 

In 1986, Bollman began a productive five-year association with 
‘Tressel at Youngstown State. Bollman was defensive coordinator his 
first three years at YSU and offensive coordinator his last wo. During 
his stay at Youngstown, the Penguins qualified for the Division AA 
Playoffs three times. 

Following the 1990 season, Bollman was named offensive line 
coach at the University of Virginia, He remained there four years, 
helping the Cavaliers to three bow appearan 

In December of 1994, Bollman joined Nick Saban's staff at 
Michigan State. He spent three seasons as the Spartans’ offensive line 
coach. In 1997, the Spartans allowed a Big Ten-low 16 sacks. 

Jim and his wife’Terti, a native of Dayton and like Jim a graduate 
of Ohio University, have two daughters: Courtney (8/29/81) and 
Stephanie (4/18/84). Courtney is a graduate of The University of 
Michigan and Stephanie graduated this past spring from The Ohio

DEFENSIVE COORDINATOR, 11TH SEASON 


Jim Heacockeis in his eleventh year as a member of the Ohio State 
football staff. After serving as the Buckeyes’ defensive line coach for 
nine seasons, he was elevated to defensive coordinator prior to the 
beginning of the 2005 season. 

In his first season in that role, Ohio State led the nation in rushing 
defense, allowing an average of 73.4 yards per game and holding eight 
ofits 12 opponents to less than 100 yards on the ground. Generally 


regarded as the most complete all-around defensive unit in college 
football, the Buckeyes were fifth nationally in both scoring and total 
defense, allowing just one opponent to score more than 30 points 
and limiting five foes to less than 200 yards in toral offens 

A native of Alliance, Ohio and a graduate of Muskingum College, 
the highly respected Heacock is in his 34th year in the coaching 
profession. 

Heacock came to Ohio State in 1996 as an assistant under John 
Cooper. When current head coach Jim Tressel replaced Cooper after 
the 2000 season, Heacock was one of three assistant coaches retained 
from the previous staff. 

During his stay at Ohio State, Heacock has produced one 
outstanding defensive line after another. 

In 2002, the OSU defensive line recorded 49.5 tackles for loss and 
24.5 sacks as the Buckeyes rolled to a 14-0 record and the national 
championship. In the title game against Miami, the OSU front four 
recorded seven tackles-for -loss, including four sacks. 

In 2003, thanks in large part to the defensive front, Ohio State 
led the nation against the run, allowing 62.3 yards per game and 
2.0 yards per carry on the ground. 

This past year, the foursome of Mike Kudla and David Patterson 
atends and tackles Quinn Pitcock and Marcus Green accounted for 
26.5 tackles-for-loss and cleared the way for Ohio State's outstanding 
trio of linebackers. 

Renowned for his teaching ability, Heacock has helped develop 
a number of outstanding players at Ohio State, including Ryan 
Pickett, Darrion Scott, Tim Anderson, All-American Will Smith 
and Kudla. 

Heacock graduated from Muskingum in 1970. He began his 
coaching career in 1971 as an assistant at Marlington High School 
in northeast Ohio.

Tim Beckman is in his second season at Ohio State. He joined the 
Buckeye staff in the spring of 2005 as coach of the cornerbacks. 

Beckman came to Ohio State from Bowling Green, where he 
spent seven years, including six as defensive coordinator and two as 
the assistant head coach. 

While at Bowling Green, Beckman was a three-time nominee 
for the Frank Broyles Assistant Coach of the Year Award. He was 
a finalist for that honor in 2001, when the Falcons led the Mid- 
Conference in total defense, scoring defense, rushing 
e, turnovers gained and scoring margin. 

Beckman also has coached at Elon University and Western 
Carolina, and he was a graduate assistant at Auburn in 1989 when 
the Tigers played Ohio State in the Hall of Fame Bowl.

Luke Fickell is in his fifth year on the Ohio State coaching staff. 
He coaches the Buckeyes linebackers and is co-defensive coordinator. 
He was named to the latter position in Apri of 2005. In that role, he 
is actively involved in game planning and strategy. 

Fickell is a Columbus native (DeSales High School) and a 1997 
graduate of Ohio State, where he was a four-year starter at nose guard. 
After a year on the injured reserve list with the New Orleans Saints 
and a year at Ohio State as a graduate assistant under John Cooper, 
Fickell officially launched his coaching career at the University of 
Akron. He spent two years as the Zips’ defensive line coach before 
returning to his alma mater following the 2001 season. 

During his first two years at Ohio State, Fickell was in charge 
of the special teams and assisted with the defensive front. He took 
over the linebackers prior to the start of the 2004 campaign, while 
retaining his role with the special teams. 

In his role as special teams coordinator, Fickell had specific 
responsibility for the punting team. Under his tutelage, that unit 
has excelled, leading the Big’Ten in net punting in three of the past 
four years. 

Fickell played for the Buckeyes between 1992 and 1996, 
redshirting the first year and then starting the next four seasons 
at nose guard, He started a school-record 50-consecutive games 
between 1993 and 1996. 

Fickell’s lase start was certainly his most memorable. After tearing 
the pectoral muscle in his chest four days before the Buckeyes 
were to take on undefeated Arizona State in the 1997 Rose Bowl, 
Fickell started and played the entire game, in the process helping 
the Buckeyes capture a thrilling 20-17 win over the second-ranked 
Sun Devils. 

Fickell concluded his Ohio State career with 212 total tackles, 
including 26 tackles-for-loss and six sacks. During his four years 
in the starting lineup, the Buckeyes posted a combined record of 
41-8-1 overall and were 26-5-1 in Big Ten play with a pair of Big 
Ten co-championships to their credit. With the win over Arizona 
State in the Rose Bowl, the Buckeyes finished the 1996 season with 
a sparkling 11-1 record and were second in both major polls in the 
final rankings.

He 
played for three different head coaches at Kent ~ Glen Mason, Dick 
Crum and Pete Cordelli. 

Haynes launched his coaching career as a graduate assistant 
for Bowling Green in 1994, He moved to Ferris State in 1995 as 
defensive backs coach and remained there for two years. Following 
the 1996 season, he accepted a position as coach of the running backs 
and defensive backs coach at Northern Iowa. After two seasons in 
that role, he returned to his alma mater where he spent the 1999 and 
2000 campaigns as assistant head coach and secondary coach. 

In 2001, Haynes jumped to the professional ranks as quality 
control coach for the Jacksonville Jaguars. He returned to the 
collegiate ranks in 2002 as an assistant to John L. Smith at Louisville.

John Peterson is in his third year as a member of the Ohio State 
coaching staff. An Ohio State graduate and former starter on the 
offensive line for the Buckeyes, Pecerson returned to his alma mater 
in April of 2004 in the dual role of tight ends coach and recruiting 
coordinator. He has quickly established himself as an excellent 
position coach as well as an outstanding evaluator of talent. 

Prior to returning to Ohio State, Peterson spent five y 
offensive line coach at Miami of Ohio. He also served as running 
game coordinator during his last three years with the RedHawks. 

Following the 2003 season in which the RedHawks posted a 13 
record and closed out the year with 13 consecutive wins, Peterson 
accepted the position of offensive line coach at the University of 
Arizona under Mike Stoops. He moved ro Arizona in January, but 
was there only briefly before accepting an offer from Ohio State 
head coach Jim Tressel. He joined the Buckeyes during the last half 
of spring practice.

Tressel was born in Columbus and grew up in Berea, Ohio, 
where his father was head coach at Baldwin Wallace College, He 
played both football and baseball at B-W, earning four letters in each 
sport. A three-year starter at defensive back, he won second-team 
all-conference honors as a senior. He still holds the school record 
in baseball for playing the entire season without a fielding error at 
second base. 

‘Tressel graduated from Baldwin Wallace in 1970 with a degree 


in physical education. He received his master’s from Florida State 
in 1976 and his doctorate from the University of Minnesota in 
1996. 

‘Tressel began his coaching career asa graduate assistant at Florida 
State in 1970. He returned to Ohio the following year as the head 
coach at Gibsonburg high school in northeast Ohio. He spent three 
years in the high school ranks and compiled an overall record of 
19-9-2. One of his standouts at Gibsonburg was offensive lineman 
‘Ted Smith who would go on to become an All-American guard for 
the Buckeyes. 

In 1974, Tressel jumped to the collegiate ranks as defensive 
coordinator at Wayne State in Detroit. He remained there through 


the 1977 season, leaving at the conclusion of that year to become 
head coach at Hamline, He was at Hamline from 1978 through 
the 2000 season. 

During his first three years at Ohio State, 
day-to-day operations of the football program 
for monitoring the academic progress of the student-athletes on the 
football team.

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Ohio Stadium is one of the most recognizable landmarks in all of 
sports. Builein 1922 ata cost of $1.3 million and refurbished in 2001 
for slightly more than $194 million, the horseshoe-shaped stadium 
is a monument to college football. 

Atcending games in Ohio Stadium has become a Saturday after- 
noon ritual for Ohio State fans. From the first vibrant roll beat of the 
the band prepares for its pregme ramp entrance to the last 
raspy notes of Carmen Ohio, the school’s alma mater, at the end of 
the game, there is nothing like a game in Ohio Stadium. 

With its present seating capacity of 102,329, Ohio Stadium is the 
fourth largest on-campus facility in the nation. Over the years, more 
than 37 million fans have streamed through the Stadium’s portals. 

Attendance records of one sort or another seem to topple every 
year, In 2005, the Buckeyes averaged a record 105,017 fans per game 
in seven home dates, including a standing room only single-game 
record of 105,565 against Texas. 

From 1951 to 1973, the Buckeyes led the nation in attendance 
21 times, including the 14 consecutive years from 1958 to 1971. 
Since 1949, Ohio Stare has never been lower than fourth nationally 
in average home attendance. 

Unique in its double-deck horseshoe design, Ohio Stadium is 
both intimate and intimidating, The closeness of the seating provides 
a definite home-field advantage for the Buckeyes, at the same time 
allowing fans to view the game from unobstructed vantage points, As 
part of the renovation, there are now 81 hospitality suites and 2,625 
club seats on the west side of the stadium. All the seats are good, 
including the 17,000 in the new and permanent south stands. 

Prior to the construction of Ohio Stadium, the Buckeyes played 
their games at Ohio Field. The demand for a new stadium came about 
during the “Harley Years’ — 1916, "17 and 19, when Charles “Chic” 
Harley became the Buckeyes’ first three-time All-American. 

‘With the echoes of Harley's legendary feats ringing throughout the 
state, local businessmen set about the task of raising money fora new 
stadium. They did so quickly, raising almost all of the $1.3 million 
through private donations, and construction began in 1920.

Skeptics scoffed at the thought of a 66,000-seat venue, but they 
were quickly quicted when an overflow crowd of 71,138 showed up 
for the dedication game against Michigan on Oct. 21, 1922. 

Numerous upgrades haye been made over the years, including the 
installation of artificial curf in 1970, The latter was made possible 
through the generous donation of Lou Fischer, who played for the 
Buckeyes and Coach Woody Hayes in 1950 and °51. 

A new scoreboard with state-of-the-art graphics and statistical 
information was added in 1984 at a cost of $2.4 million, or nearly 
twice that of the original stadium 

The artificial surface was replaced with natural grass in 1990. 
‘The Buckeyes currently play on PA.T. a natural grass surface with 
a state-of-the-art draining system that keeps the field playable even 
under the worst conditions. 

In 1999, the stadium underwent a three-year face-lift that was 
completed in time for the season opener against Akron in 2001, 
‘Thanks to a creative financing plan, no university or student monies 
were used during the renovation process. Instead the sale of the 
hospitality suites and club seats, covered 80 percent of the cost, with 
the remainder being covered by naming-rights gifts, monies from 
additional ticket availability, increased concessions and merchandise 
revenues and bonds, 

‘As a result of that renovation, the Stadium is completely up to 
code in terms of disability seating. Additionally, aisles have been 
widened, rails have been added and lighting has been installed in 
the concourses. There are also many more restrooms and concession 
stands on all levels. 

As part of the renova 
a permanent fixture. 

Ohio Stadium is listed in the National Registry of Historic Places. 
Anyone who has seen a game in the giant horseshoe understands why. 
‘There are few experiences in athletics that are more enjoyable! 

Ohio State heads into the 2006 season with a string of 27 consecu- 
tive crowds of 100,000 or larger in Ohio Stadium.

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Ohio State's quest for the 2002 
national championship literally began 
oon the first day of the year. Trailing 
South Carolina, 28-0, midway through 
the third quarter of the Outback Bowl 
‘on New Year's Day 2002, the Buckeyes 
rallied with 28 unanswered points to tie 
the stunned Gamecocks with jast over 
‘two minutes left in the game. South 
Carolina would go on to win, 31-28, 
fon a last-second field goal, but it was 
the Buckeyes who walked off the field 
feeling good about the game. 

“The second half of that game taught 
tus we could compete with anybody if 
we believed in each other and just did 
‘ous jobs,” suid All-America strong safety 
Mike Doss. “Afterwards, in the locker 
room, we didn't talk about the loss, 
we talked about how good we could 
bbe next year.” 

Shortly thereafter, Doss bolstered 
OSU's chances for the furure by 
announcing he would rerun for his 
senior year rather than opt for early entry 
into the NFL draft 

“1 thought we had the makings of 
something special and 1 wanted to be 
part of it,” he said. “We believed in 
ourselves, we believed in Coach (Jim) 
‘Tressel and we believed. with hard work, 
‘we could be national champions.” 

In true Hollywood fashion, 
the Buckeyes did just hac, literally 
coming from out of nowhere to post 


aan improbable ~ at least in the eyes 
of many — 14-0 record and capture 
the Big Ten’ first undisputed national 
championship since 1968. 

‘They did so thanks co a chilling 
31-24 double overtime victory over 
top-ranked and heavily favored Miami 
‘on Jan. 3 in the Tastitos Fiesta Bowl. 
‘The win over the Hurricanes, who 
centered the championship fray with 
a. 34-game winning streak, followed a 
14.9 nail-biter over Michigan in the 
regular-season finale. That game also 
went down to the wire, the Buckeyes 
locking up a bid to Tempe when 
nickel back Will Allen intercepted a 
Michigan pass at the two-yard line as 
time expired 

But it was that kind of a season, 
filled with close games and come-from- 
behind victories. And even though 
there were times when victory seemed 
impossible, the 2002 team, led by 
a group of 13 gritty seniors, always, 
always found a way to win, 

Not once did they give up on 
themselves. Not at Cincinnati when 
the Bearcats were driving lae for what 
looked like the winning touchdown. 
Not at Purdue, when they faced fourth- 
and-one on the 37 with 1:42 to play. 
Nort against Penn State. when they just 
didnit seem to be able to get anything 
going offensively. Nor at Illinois, when 
the Illini scored on the final play of the 
game (0 force overtime. Not against 


Michigan, when they trailed 9-7 late 
in the fourth quarter. Not even against 
Miami in the face of a seemingly 
impossible fourth-and-14 in the first 
overtime. 

This was a group that believed in 
iself and understood the importance of 
teamwork and chemistry. It was a team 
in every sense of the word. And because 
ic was, Tresel’s squad won a remarkable 
seven games by seven of fewer points 

There were, of course, numerous 
standout. 

Quarterback Craig Krenzel, for 
cxample, performed better than anyone 
hhad a right to expect in his first year asa 
starter. Time-and-again the 6-4 redhead 
came up with a key play to snatch victory 
from the jaws of defeat. A molecular 
genetics major, Krenzel could beat you 
with his arm or his legs, but more often 
than not he won games with his head and 
an amazing coolness under fire. 

Then, there was sophomore sensation 
‘Chris Gamble, who started the final six 
{games of the season at both flanker and 
‘comerback, becoming the frst ewo-way 
searter in nearly 30 years at Ohio Scate 
Gamble, who played 100 or more plays 
in each ofthe last four games, was second 
con the team in receptions and frst in 
interceptions. In his spare time, he also 
rerumed punts and kickoffs. 

Split end Michael Jenkins made one

Krenzel and Gamble were picked 
by their teammates as Co-MVPs of the 
2002 Buckeyes and Krenzel was the 
Offensive MVP of the Fiesta Bowl. 

Banged up much of the year, 
especially up front, the Ohio State 
offense somehow always found a way 
10 score when it had to. 

In addition to Doss at strong safery 
and Mart Wilhelm at middle linebacker, 
the stout-hearted Buckeye defense also 
boasted the finest front-four in all of 
college football in ends Will Smith 
and Darrion Scott and tackles Tim 
‘Anderson and Kenny Peterson. 

‘Thanks to the defense, which 
finished second nationally in scoring 
defense and third nationally in rushing 
defense, the Buckeyes were in every 

Doss, the Defensive MVP of the 
Fiesta Bowl, earned first team All- 
[America honors, becoming the seventh 
three-time All-American in Ohio State 
history. So did Wilhelm after leading, 
the team in tackles (121) and tackles 
for loss (19.5). 

Additionally, punter Andy Groom 
and kicker Mike Nugent were fist ream 
All-Americans and gave the Buckeyes a 
tremendous boost in the kicking game.

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Led by All-Americans John 
Brockington, Jim Stillwagon, Jack 
Tatum and Mike Sensibaugh, the 
‘Ohio State Buckeyes claimed the Big 
Ten title and the National Football 
Foundation National Championship, 
with a 9-1 record. 


The national championship was 
Woody Hayes fifth with the Buckeyes 
and the Big Ten championship was 
the third in a string of nine cham- 
pionships in 10 years. Some say the 
senior class of 1970 may have been the 
school’s greatest ever. In three years, 
the team won 27 of 29 games, three 
Big Ten championships and a pair of 
national championships. 


OSU rolled through the regular 
season 9-0 with a 7-0 Big’Ten mark, 
but stumbled in a 27-17 loss to Stan- 
ford in the Rose Bowl. Still, the NF 
selected the Buckeyes No. 1, while 
UPI had OSU No. 2 and the Associ- 
ated Press had the Buckeyes No. 5. 


Brockington led the OSU offense 
with 1,142 yards rushing and 17 
touchdowns. Quarterback Rex Kern 
passed for 470 yards and three rouch- 
downs and also rushed for 597 yards 
and seven touchdowns. Jan White 
was the ream leader with 17 catches 
for 171 yards, 
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Tatum, Stillwagon and Sensi- 
baugh led a defense that allowed only 
263.2 yards per game and forced 32 
turnovers. Stan White led the team 
with 106 tackles, 


Ohio State opened the season 
with a 56-13 romp over the Texas 
ABM Aggies in front of 85,657 fans 
in Columbus. OSU totaled 513 yards 
of offense ro only 321 for the Aggies. 
Seven different players found paydiee 
for the Scarlet and Gray. 


In week two, the Buckeyes 
dropped their second non-confer- 
ence opponent with a 34-10 win 
over the visiting Duke Blue Devils. 
Ohio State once again dominated che 
statistics with 481 yards to 249 for 
the Blue Devils. Leo Hayden rushed 
for 165 yards while Brockington and 
Kern added 117 and 113 each. 


‘The Hayes-led Buckeyes rolled 
through the Big Ten schedule. OSU 
opened with a 29-0 win over Michi- 
gan State in East Lansing followed 
by a 28-8 win over the Minnesota 
Golden Gophers. In the Minnesota 
game, Brockington rushed for 187 
yards and two touchdowns. 


One week later, the Buckeyes’ 
offense rolled up the big numbers in 
248-29 win at Illinois. Brockington 
scored three times in the game and 
Ohio State roraled 475 yards of 
total offense. 


Ohio State continued with wins 
over Northwestern, Wisconsin and 
Purdue. In the Northwestern game, 
Brockington rushed for 161 yards 
anda touchdown, while Kern rushed 
for a pair of scores. Brockington 
added three more scores a week later 
against the Badgers and he scored 
the Buckeyes’ only touchdown in the 
Purdue game. 


In an emotional Michigan game, 
Ohio State, much to the delight of 
a delerious Ohio Stadium crowd, 
avenged their only loss of 1969, 
downing the Wolverines 20-9. OSU 
limited the Wolverines to 155 yards 
and 10 first downs. 


In the Rose Bowl, Heisman Tro- 
phy winner Jim Plunkett led Stanford 
to 14 fourth-quarter points to clinch 
a victory.

Tk was this game that probably made 
the biggest difference in the season. 


‘The Ohio Stare defense throt- 
tled a Purdue offense led by All- 
‘America candidates Mike Phipps 
and Leroy Keyes, allowing only 186 
yards and no points.

Hayes pushed his team

later he is still the only player to have two of the 
coveted bronze statues, which go annually to the 
nation’s top college football player. 

But even though three decades have passed, 
honors continue to befall Griffin now the Presi- 
dent of the Ohio Stare Alumni Association. 

Most recently, Griffin was selected to the Na- 
tional High School Hall of Fame. He was inducted 
into that organization in the fall of 1996, He also 
isa member of the National Football Foundation 
and the Rose Bowl halls of fame and, of course, 
belongs to the Ohio State University Athletics 
Hall of Fame. 

Griffin was the Buckeyes’ starting tailback for 
four years, leading Ohio State to a 40-5-1 record 
and four Big Ten titles between 1972 and 1975. 
He started in four-consecutive Rose Bowls, the 
only player ever to do so, and was a three-time 
first-team All-American, 

At feet 9 inches and 180 pounds, Griffin was 
small by college football standards even then, but 
he played with the heart of a lion and no football 
accomplishment was beyond his reach. 

In just the second game of his freshman year, 
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Griffin ran fora school record 239 yards, It was the 
start of a brilliane career that would see him amass 
an OSU record 5,589 yards and 26 touchdowns. 

Excluding bowl games, Griffin rushed for 5,177 
yards on 845 carries, The former figure ranks him 
ind Grif- 


fin rarely played more than halfa game, his coach,

Woody Hayes, always opting to take his star out as 
soon as the Buckeyes were in control. 

Between his sophomore and senior seasons, 
Griffin ran for 100 or more yards in 31 consecutive 
regular-season games. That, too, is still an NCAA 
record, as is his 33 career 100-yard games. 

In addition to two Heisman Trophies, Griffin 
also has a pair of Silver Footballs. The latter award 
is presented annually by the Chicago Tribune to the 
Big’Ten’s MVP. He is one of just three players to win 
that award twice. Griffin also was a two-time pick 
as National Player of the Year by both United Press 
International and the Walter Camp Foundation. He 
won those honors as a junior and senior. 

Following his senior year, Griffin, who graduated 
a quarter early with a degree in industrial relations, 
received the NCAA’s prestigious Top Five Award 
for combined excellence in athletics, academics 
and leadership. It is the highest award the NCAA 


can bestow. 


After graduation, Griffin was a first-round draft 


choice of the Cincinnati Bengals. He played eight 


years of professional football, before returning to 
at Ohio State.

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Ac the start of the 1995. season, Eddie George 
was, at best, a longshot contender for the Heis- 
man Trophy, By season's end, he was a runaway 
choice, easily outdistancing runnerup Tommy 
Frazier of Nebraska and third-place finisher Troy 
Davis of Iowa State for college football’s most 
covered award. 

In becoming Ohio State’ sixth Heisman recipi- 
ent, George etched his name into the OSU record 
book by rushing for a school-record 1,927 yards 
and 24 touchdowns. Included in that yardage rotal 
were three 200-yard games, one of which was an 
Ohio State record 314 yards against Illinois Nov. 
11, 1995. 

‘The 6-3, 227-pound George ended the 1995 
campaign leading the country in scoring with an 
average of 12.1 points per game. He also finished 
fourth in all-purpose running (185.4) and fifth in 
rushing (152.1). 

A native of Philadelphia, George carried the 
ball 328 times in 1995, an average of 5.9 yards 
per try. He also set a school record for receptions 
by a running back with 47 catches. 

George burst onto the national scene by rush- 
ing for 219 yards against Washington, the first 
of 12-consecutive 10-yard games for the big 
tailback. When he stunned Notre Dame with 207 
yards, the national press started talking “Heis- 
man.” His record-setting performance against 
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Illinois was the icing on the cake. 

George's other honors in 1995 included the 
Doak Walker Award, the Maxwell Award, the 
Walter Camp Player of the Year Award and Big Ten 
MVP. He also was a team co-captain. 

George, who attended Abington High School 
and then Fork Union Military Academy, played 
only sparingly his first two years at Ohio State. 
Given the chance to start, he rushed for 1,442 
yards as a junior and completed his career as the 
second leading rusher in Ohio State history with 
3,668 yards, 

Selected by the Houston Oilers in the first round 
of the NFL Draft, he was the 1996 NFL Rookie 
of the Year. 

In June of 2001, Eddie earned a bachelor’s degree 
in landscape architecture from Ohio State.

Howard “Hopalong” Cassady was something spe- 
cial, In his first collegiate game, the season opener 
against Indiana in 1952, the 150-pound freshman 
came off the bench to score three touchdowns 
and lead the Buckeyes to a 33-13 victory, From 
then on, “Hop” was a regular in the OSU lineup, 
playing in 36 of a possible 37 games and leading 
the Buckeyes to a combined record of 29-8 during 
the next four years. 

In 1954, Cassady won unanimous All-America 
honors, rushing for 701 yards and six touchdowns 
and averaging 5.7 yards per carry. He also caught 
13 passes for 148 yards in helping the Buckeyes to 
a perfect 10-0 record and the first of five national 
championships for Coach Woody Hayes. The 1954 
season concluded with a convincing 20-7 win over 
Southern Cal in the Rose Bowl. 

Cassady again won All-America acclaim in 
1955, when he rushed for 958 yards and 15 
touchdowns. At the end of the year, Cassady’ list 
of accolades included the Heisman ‘Trophy and 
recognition by the Associated Press as the 1955 
Athlete of the Year. 
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Cassady, who also was an outstanding defensive 
back, finished his collegiate career with 2,466 rush- 
ing yards, That toral still ranks 11th on the all-time 
OSU rushing list. 

Cassady, who prepped at Columbus Central and 
asa boy would sneak into Ohio Stadium to see the 
Buckeyes play, also played baseball at OSU, starting 
at shortstop for three years. 

After graduation, Cassady was a first round 
pick of the Detroit Lions.

How good was Vic Janowicz? Good enough to 
win the 1950 Heisman Trophy as a junior on a team 
that posted a modest 6-3 record. And good enough 
that to this day most historians consider him the 
greatest athlete ever to play football at Ohio State. 

Rich, but deserved, praise for Janowicz, who, 
in addition to being a triple threat on offense, also 
played safety on defense. 


In the words of his former coach, Wesley Fesler: 
“Vic excelled in every phase of the game. He not only 
was a great runner, passer and blocker, he also did all 
of our kicking, including punting, field goals, quick 
kicks, kickoffs and extra points. He was one of the 


finest, most versatile athletes I have ever seen.” 
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Janowicz enjoyed his finest year in 1950, ac- 
counting for 16 touchdowns and 875 yards in total 
offen 
points. 


He also led the Buckeyes in scoring with 65 


In an 83-21 win over lowa, he ran for two 
touchdowns, passed for four more and seta Big’Ten 
record with 10 extra points. He completed five of six 
passes for 128 yards against the Hawkeyes. 

Perhaps even more remarkable was a 27-yard 
field goal against Michigan in the now famous 
1950 Snow Bowl. That kick, into a driving snow 
storm with the goal post barely visible, is one of the 
greatest individual accomplishments in Ohio State 
sports history. 

Janowicz, who was a consensus All-American in 
1950, also set two more records in the Snow Bowl, 
punting 21 times for 685 yards.

After graduation, Janowicz played two years of 


professional baseball with the Pittsburgh Pirates, 
even though he had been away from the game nearly 
six years. He returned to football in 1954, signing 
with the Washington Redskins and winning the 
starting job at halfback as a rookie. In 1955, Jano- 
wicz barely missed out on the NEL scoring title, 
losing the crown on the last day of the season. His 
pro career was cut short the following fall, when he 
was involved in a near fatal car accident that left him 
unconcious for 30 days. 

A member of the National Football Foundation 
Hall of Fame and the Ohio State Hall of Fame, Jano- 
wicz died in February of 1996. His jersey number , 
“31” was retired Sept. 23, 2000.

In 1944, Les Horvath made Ohio State history 
by becoming the school’s first Heisman Trophy 
winner. With Horvath at the controls, the Buck- 
eyes posted a perfect 9-0 record and won the Big 
‘Ten championship. 

Horvath enjoyed a brilliant senior campaign 
in 1944, In addition to leading the Big Ten in 
rushing (669 yards) and total offense (953 yards), 
the Parma, Ohio native also accounted for 1,248 
all-purpose yards. 

Horvath, who played both quarterback and 
halfback on offense and safety on defense, was 
the Big Ten’s MVP in 1944. Shortly after being 
accorded that honor, he became the first of six 
Buckeye Heisman recipients. 
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Ironically, Horvath almost didn’t play in 1944, 
After helping lead the 1942 Buckeyes

Anyone who saw Terry Glenn play in 1995 would 
never know that he has a fear of flying, Glenn repeat- 
edly rose to new heights during the 1995 campaign, 
gracefully soaring through the air to gather in one 
clutch reception after another in a record-breaking 
year that resulted in the 5-11, 185-pound flanker 
becoming the school's first ever recipient of the Fred 
Biletnikoff Award. 

Glenn finished the season with 64 receptions for 
1,411 yards and 17 touchdowns, His reception total 
is third-best in school history (it was five behind Cris 
Carter's 69 in 1986 and has since been topped by 
David Boston's 85 in 1998). His touchdown total is 
still a school record but his yardage record has since 
been topped by Boston's 1,435 yards in 1998. 

Glenn, who had just 15-career receptions for 266 
yards and no TDs entering the 1995 campaign, led 
the nation in yards per catch, was fourth nationally 
in yards per game and eighth nationally in scoring 
in 1995, his final year as a Buckeye.

In addition to winning the Biletnikoff Award, Glenn, 
a native of Columbus and a product of Brookhaven 
High School, joined Carter as just the second wide 
receiver in Ohio State history to win first-team All- 
America honors. 

Glenn caught nine passes for 253 yards and four 
touchdowns at Pittsburgh, shattering the school records 
for single-game receiving yardage and tying the mark for 
TD catches. The Pitt game was one of seven 100-yard 
games for Glenn, which is yet another OSU record. He 
also had nine receptions, all of the acrobatic and clutch 
variety, in the Buckeyes’ 28-25 win at Penn State. 


A big-play athlete, Glenn had eight catches of 45 or 
more yards, including a memorable 82-yard catch-and- 
run TD grab against Notre Dame. He had touchdown

In his final game as a Buckeye, Nugent scored 15 points against 
Oklahoma State to become Ohio State's all-time leading scorer 
with 356 points, He entered the game needing seven points to 
tie All-American fullback Pete Johnson, who totaled 348 points 
during his career (1973-76). Nugent didn’t just set the career scoring, 
record, he obliterated 

During his illustrious career, Nugent literally rewrote the Ohio 
State records’ book, either setting outright or sharing in 22 school 
kicking records. Two of the more significant records include the 
career marks for field goals made (72 of 88) and career field goal 
percentage (.857). He also holds the marks for most consecutive 
field goals made (24), consecutive field goals made in Ohio Stadium 
(17) and career 50-yard field goals (8). 

Nugent won All-America honors in both 2002 and 2004, 
becoming the first Ohio State place-kicker to receive a spot on the 
first-team, He was a consensus choice in 2004, landing a spot on 
the Walter Camp, Football Writers, Football Coaches, Sporting 
News and Associated Press All-American teams.

With Rex Kern at the helm, Ohio State 
rolled to a 27-2 record, won the 1968 Na- 
tional Championship, captured two Big Ten 
titles and played in two Rose Bowls. To win 
| the national championship, Kern led OSU 
to a 27-16 win over Southern California in 
the Rose Bowl. He was named the game’s 
Most Outstanding Player. Additionally, the 
Buckeyes narrowly missed out on the 1969 
and °70 wire service national championships, 
losing the final game of the year in both of 
those years after being ranked No. 1 going 
into their respective season finales. In 1969, he was named an All-American, 
In 1970, he was elected team captain. Kern's statistics, as impressive as they 
were, tell just half the story. The fiery redhead was an emotional leader who 
displayed a penchant for making big plays when most needed. He was a win- 
ner in every sense of the word.

Pete Johnson was the Buckeyes’ starting fullback 
for three years, leading the way for tailback Archie 
Griffin in 1974 and 1975 and for Ron Springs and 
Jeff Logan in 1976. Bur the 6-1, 247-pound John- 
son-was much more than a just a blocking back. He 
also was proficient at lugging the pigskin, rushing 
for 2,308 yards and a school-record 58 touchdowns 
during his career. To say “Big Pete” had a nose for the goal line would be an understate- 
ment. He led the nation in scoring as a junior, tallying a school and Big Ten record 26 
touchdowns. He also rushed for 1,059 yards and converted 34 of 44 third-down ties. 
Johnson set a school record chat year with five TDs against North Carolina. In 1976, 
playing almost the entire season with two sprained ankles, Johnson still rushed for 724 
yards and 19 touchdowns. His 156 points in 1975 is a school record and 348 carcer 


points stood as the school record until the 2004 season.

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CRAIG KRENZEL 


QUARTERB) 2002-2003 


Craig Krenzel was a two-year starter at quarter 
for the Buckeye. Taking over the offensive reins 
with almost no experience at the start of the 2002 
season, the 6-4 signal caller led the Buckeyes to a 
share of the Big Ten title, the school's first consensus 
national championship since 1968 and a perfect 
14-0 record. At the end of the season, Krenzel was 
selected by his teammates as co-MVP. A little less 
than a month later he was named as the Offensive 
MVP in the Tostitos Fiesta Bowl, where he guided 
the Buckeyes co a thrilling 31-24 double overtime 
win over top-ranked Miami in the national championship game. The leading rusher in 
the game, Krenzel’s fourth-and-14 completion to Michael Jenkins in the first overtime 
kept OSUS title hopes alive. In 2003, Krenzel directed OSU to an 11-2 record and a 
second consecutive win in the Tostitos Fiesta Bowl. After throwing four touchdown 
passes against Kansas State in the latcer, he was again selected as the game's Offensive 
MVP. Krenzel completed his career with 2 24-3 mark asa starter, including a 2-1 record 
against Michigan. The fiery Krenzel will go down in Ohio State annals as a player who 
somehow just found a way to win.

SIVE GUARD 1 


Jim Lachey entered his senior season with just 
four career starts. But in his final year, Lachey 
established himself as one of the top linemen in all 
of college football and was named to a first ream 
All-America berth. Blessed with unusual speed and 
strength for a man his size, Lachey played guard for 
the Buckeyes, but could easily have played tackle. 
Lachey played a key role in the Ohio State offense 


in 1984, paving the way for junior running back Keith Byars. Byars led the nation in 
rushing (1,764 yards), scoring (24 touchdowns) and in all-purpose running (2,441 yards) 
that year. In 1995, the San Diego Chargers selected Lachey, a St. Henry, Ohio, native, 
with the 12th pick in the first round. In 1991, he started at left tackle for the Super 
Bowl Champion Washington Redskins. In his 11-year career, he was named to the Pro 
Bowl three-times and established himself as one of the game's top linemen. 


TOM SKLADANY 


KICKER 1973-76 


OSU's mose recent three-time All-American, Tom Skladany, was a punter and kicker 
between 1973 and 1976 and he was the first kick- 
ing specialist ever to receive a football scholarship 
at Ohio State. He proved his worth immediately, 
landing the job as the Buckeyes No. 1 punter as 
a freshman. He also kicked off as a freshman and 
sophomore. As. junior and senior, he added PATS 
and field goals to his list of responsibilities. Sklada- 
ny averaged 45.6 yards per punt as a sophomore 
and was named to the Football Writers All-America 
‘Team. He was a consensus All-America choice the 
next two years, again leading the country in 1975 with a 46.7 average. As a senior, he 
averaged 42.3 yards per kick and finished his career with a 42.7 average on 160 punts. 
That's good for second on the all-time list, as is his yardage figure of 6,838. Skladany 


was co-captain of the 1976 squad, the only specialist ever chosen asa captain. 


INERB: 


In 1996, Shawn Springs was one of the cop 
cornerbacks in college football and the dominant 
defensive player in the Big Ten - despite not record- 
ing an interception. Most teams simply chose not 
to test him. The 1996 Big Ten Defensive Player of 
the Year (selected by the conference head coaches) 
was named to the first-team Walter Camp, Football 
Coaches, Sporting News and Football News All- 
‘America teams. He finished the year with 39 tackles 
and a team-high 15 passes broken up. In his final 
game as a Buckeye, he held Arizona State receiver

JACK TATUM 


DEFENSIVE BACK 1968-70 


Jack Tatum was one of the dominant defensive 
players and most intimidating forces in college foot- 
ball during his career at Ohio Stare. A three-year 
starter, a two-time All-American and the National 
Defensive Player of the Year as a senior, he was 
known forhis tenacity and fierce style of play. The 
6-1, 208-pound Tatum came to Ohio State as a 
running back, but moved to defense in the spring of 
his freshman year. He was a mainstay of the defense 
for the next three years as OSU rolled up a 27-2 
record and won the 1968 National Championship, 
two Big Ten titles and played in two Rose Bowls. 
The Oakland Raiders selected him in the first 
round of the 1971 NEL Draft. In his nine-year career, he was named to the Pro Bowl | 
three-times and was a member of the 1976 Super Bowl Championship team. He was 
inducted into the College Football Hall of Fame in 2004. 


STEVE TOVAR | 
LINEBACKER 1989-92 


‘Steve Tovar is another in the great line of Ohio 
State linebackers. A two-time All-America selec 
tion in 1991 and 1992, he has the distinction 
of being the first of 21 players recruited by John 
Cooper to earn All-America status at Ohio Stare. 
‘Tovar led Ohio State in tackles for three-consecu- 
tive seasons between 1990-92, one of only two 
Buckeyes ever to accomplish that feat (Marcus 
Marek, 1980-82, is the other). In his senior year, Tovar was elected team co-captain and | 
earned Big Ten Defensive Player of the Year honors (selected by the conference coaches) 
after recording 128 tackles. A three-time All-Big Ten selection, Tovar ranks fourth in 
school history with 414 total tackles and 239 solo tackles. The Elyria, Ohio native was 
a third round selection by the Cincinnati Bengals in the 1993 NFL Draft.

Mike Vrabel, a two-time All-America selection, made his mark as one of the most 
tenacious and feared pass rushers in Ohio State history.

EUGENE SMITH 


DIRECTOR OF ATHLETICS, THE OHIO STATE UNIVERSITY 


‘Gene Smith was named director of athletics at The Ohio State 
University on March 5, 2005. He is the eighth person to hold the 
position ar Ohio State and the first African-American to do so. Prior 
to coming to Ohio State, Smith spent five years as director of athletics 
State. He also has been the director of athletics at lowa 
State and Eastern Michigan universities 

At Ohio State, Smith oversees a program that features 36 varsity 
sports, has more than 900 student-athletes on its rosters and has an 
operating budget of $97 million. Ie is the nation’s largest Division 
1-A athletics program and is completely self sufficient, receiving no 
tax dollars, university money or student fees, 

Smith's priorities at Ohio State focus first and foremost on the 
student-athletes. 

“At Ohio State, we want to create an environment that allows 
our student-athletes the opportunity to receive their degrees, achieve 
success in their athletic careers and grow as young men and women 
so they can take the next step in their adult lives,” said Smith. 

Identified by Black Enterprise magazine as one of the “50 Most 
Powerful Aftican-Americans in Sports,” Smith, 50, currently serves as 
1st vice president of the Division 1-A Athletics Directors Association 
and has just been re-appointed to the NCAA Men's Basketball 
Committee. He is a past member of the NCAA Management 
Council, the NCAA Committee on Infractions, the Rose Bowl 
Management Committee, the National Football Foundation 
Honors Court and the NCAA Football Rules Committee. Other 
past affiliations include the NCAA President's Commission Liaison 
Committee, the NCAA Executive Committee and the NCAA 
Working Committee to Study Basketball Issues. Smith is also a past 
president of NACDA, becoming that organization's first African- 
American president in 1994. 

Smith grew up in Cleveland, Ohio and atcended The University 
of Notre Dame on a football scholarship. He played four years of 
football as a defensive end for the Irish and was a member of the 1973 
Associated Press national championship team. Smith received his 
bachelor's degree from Notre Dame in 1977. Following graduation, 
he joined the Notre Dame coaching staff under Dan Devine and 
remained in that capacity until 1981. The 1977 team captured the 
undisputed national championship. 

Smith left Notre Dame following the 1981 season to accept a 
marketing position with IBM. He returned to college athletics in 
April of 1983 as assistant athletics director at Eastern Michigan 
University. In 1985, Smith was named interim director of athletics at 
Eastern, a position he held until 1986 when he became the director

on a full-time basis. 

In 1993, Smith was named director of athletics at Iowa State 
University. He remained in that capacity until 2000 when he took 
over the Arizona State program. 

With the Sun Devils, Smith created a winning environment 
dedicated to building stronger programs and committed to providing 
student-athletes the opportunity to be successful academically, 
athletically and socially. Nearly 60 percent of the 480 Sun Devil 
student-athletes were Maroon & Gold Scholars in 2003-04, posting 
at least a one-semester grade-point average of 3.0 or better, More than 
10 percent achieved a perfect 4.0 grade-point average, 

During his tenure at Arizona State, Smith revitalized the Sun 

sports program, hiring nationally respected coaches, 
enhancing the overall experience of the student-athletes and 
developing competitive teamsat both the conference and the NCAA 
level. Under his watchful eye, the graduation rate for student-athletes 
at ASU improved to a record level and was 13 percent higher than 
average. Smith also oversaw the completion of a $30

million capital campaign. 

Near the end of his first year at Ohio State, Smith implemented 
a departmental re-organization designed to streamline efficiency and 
the direction and vision of the department.

Ohio State Director of Athletics 
Eugene Smith, who became the 
school’s eighth athletics director 
March 5, 2005, inherited one of the 
most comprehensive and tradition- 
laden athletics departments in the 

: nation. The 50-year-old Cleveland 
native returned to Ohio, after serving in the same capacity 
at Eastern Michigan, Iowa State and most recently Arizona 
State, to lead a program that features 36 varsity sports, 
more than 900 student-athletes (of which, more than 400 
are scholar-athletes) and an operating budget in excess of 
$90 million. The overall success of the program has made 
the Buckeyes one of the national leaders in the prestigious 
Director's Cup, given annually to the nation’s most successful 
athletics program, Ohio State enjoyed its best finish (third) 
in 2002-03 and was fourth in 2003-04. It is annually among 
the Top 20 in the standings and strives to contend for the 
award each year. Teams, individual student-athletes, coaches, 
staff and administrators regularly claim championships, 
academic and athletic awards, recognition and praise for 
their tireless efforts as Ohio State Department of Athletics 
family members.

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WHAT IS A BUCKEYE? 

A small, shiny, dark brown nut with a light tan patch 
that comes from the official state tree of Ohio, the buckeye 
tree. 

According to folklore, the Buckeye resembles the eye of 
a deer and carrying one brings good luck. “Buckeyes” has 
been the official Ohio State nickname since 1950, but it had 
been in common use for many years before. 

The first recorded use of the term Buckeye to refer to a 
resident of the area was in 1788, some 15 years before Ohio 
became a state. Col. Ebenezer Sproat, a 6-foor-4-inch man 
of large girth and swashbuckling mannerisms, led the legal 
delegation at the first court session of the Northwest Territory 
in Marietta. The Indians in attendance greeted him with 
shouts of “Hetuck, Hetuck” (the Indian word for buckeye), 
it is said because they were impressed by his stature and 
manner. He proudly carried the Buckeye nickname for the 
rest of his life and it gradually spread to his companions and 
other local settlers. By the 1830s, writers were commonly 
referring to locals as “Buckeyes.” 


OHIO STATE LEGENDS 


Some of the greatest names in athletics have worn the 
Scarlet and Gray, most notably four-time Olympic gold 
medalist Jesse Owens, golf great Jack Nicklaus, two-time 
Heisman Trophy winner Archie Griffin and two-time 
NCAA men’s basketball player of the year Jerry Lucas. 
Other famous Buckeyes include the late Woody Hayes, 
who coached the football team to a sparkling 205-61-10 
record from 1951-78; Stephanie Hightower, the former 
world and American record holder in the 60-yard hurdles; 
John Havlicek, who helped lead Ohio State to the 1960 
NCAA basketball title before an NBA Hall of Fame career 
with the Boston Celtics; Jim Jackson, the 1992 national 
player of the year for men’s basketball; Tracey Hall, one of 
the Big Ten’s only two-time All-America women’s basketball 
honorees; Eddie George, the 1995 Heisman Trophy winner; 
Orlando Pace, the first player to repeat as Lombardi Award 
winner and the No. I pickin the 1997 NFL Draft; and Katie 
Smith, OSU’s first women’s basketball representative in the 
Olympic games and a two-time All-America selection.

Nothing distinguishes Ohio State more nor has greater impact on 
education than the scope and quality of its research programs. With 
annual research expenditures now exceeding $550 million a year, Ohio 
State is ranked 9th among the top 10 public research universities in 
the nation by the National Science Foundation based on the amount 
of sponsored research. Ohio Stare also leaped 15 places to 24th in the 
rankings of total federal research expenditures in 2004—the largest 
jump of any top-100 university.

When the Woody Hayes Athletic Center was dedicated in 
1987, ic was one of the most extensive indoor facilities of its kind. 
Now, nearly 20 years later, the building is getting a facelift to the 
tune of $19.5 million that will solidify the Buckeyes’ football prac- 
tice facility as one of the nation’s best 

All 33,000 square feet of the original facility is undergoing 
renovation, while an additional 52,700 square feet is being added 
taking the overall square footage to 85,700. Within the original fa- 
cility will be renovated team meeting rooms and coaching offices, 
which will incorporate state-of-the art technology systems. 

The renovation will feature new locker rooms, instructional 
areas, medical creatment areas, a new equipment room and new 

area, while the signature feature of the venue will 

be an entry lobby at the northeast corner of the building that hig 
lights Ohio State's football cradition. Recruits will pass through 
the lobby en route to a new second-story players’ lounge, which 
overlooks the strength training area. The centerpiece of the lobby 
is a lighted “championship wall” celebrating Ohio State's national 
championship teams. 

The locker room, team meeting room and equipment room will 
open this fall, while the remaining areas will not open until next spring. 
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HIGHLIGHTS 


LOBBY 

‘A.2,400-square foot lobby will provide a distinctive entry for 
the football complex complete with a championship wall, mem= 
orabilia displays and a small cheatre for the public that provides 
highlights of Ohio State football, both past and present. 


TEAM LOCKER ROOM 


‘The team locker room is being fully renovated and updated 
with new lockers for each of the players. 


STRENGTH & CONDITIONING 

The existing strength training room will grow from 7,000 
square feet to more than 13,000 square feet. In addition, an 
1,800-square feet second story balcony overlooking the strength 
training room will include a cardio fitness area. 


PLAYERS’ LOUNGE 

‘A new 3,700-square feet players’ lounge, including a study 
room with the latest in computer technology, is being added to 
the facility for relaxation. 


OFFICES 
‘The coaches and support staff will benefit from approxi- 
mately 7,500 square feet of office space. 


HYDROTHERAPY POOLS 

‘The hydrotherapy pool area will be renovated and expanded 
to include three pools, including a polar-plunge pool, a ther- 
mal-plunge pool and a large therapy pool, complete with the 
latest video technology. 


OTHER AMENITIES 
An indoor racquetball court and half-basketball court also 
are included in the facility upgrade.

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BRUTUS BUCKEYE 

One of the more visible symbols of Ohio Stare athletics is Brutus 
Buckeye, the school’s mascot. In 1965, an art student designed and 
introduced the first Brutus, while the name was chosen in a contest. 
‘The mascot began as a hardened paper mache affair that looked like 
a bowling ball with legs. In 1975, a radical new Brutus was designed 
with a prune-like head and a man's body. That attempt was booed 
off the field and was re-worked, giving way to a mascot comparable 
to the beloved present-day Brutus 

The original choices for Ohio State's mascot included a ram, 
an elk, a moose and the leading candidate, a male deer. Due to 
the skittish nature of deer, the idea of a mascot was tabled until 
January 1941 when “Chris,” a German police dog owned by an BUCKEYE BATTLE CRY 
ant cheerleader, made an appearance at a basketball game.

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VICTORY BELL 

Located in the southeast tower of Ohio Stadium, the Victory Bell 
is rung after every Ohio State victory. It was a gift of the classes of 
1943, 1944 and 1945. Resting 150-feet up in the southeast tower, 
members of Alpha Phi Omega ring the bell after victories, a tradi- 
tion that began after OSU beat California Oct, 2, 1954. On a calm 
day, itis said the bell can be heard five miles away. The bell weighs 
2,420 pounds and cost $2,535 to install, 


GOLD PANTS 

A gold charm replica of a pair of football pants is given to players 
and coaches following wins over Michigan. ‘The tradition started in 
1934 when first-year coach Francis Schmide told those wondering 
how OSU would fare with its nemesis from Ann Arbor: “They put 
their pants on one leg ata time just like everybody else.” Schmidt's 
Buckeyes then went and defeated Michigan four-consecutive times, 
all by shutout, 


BUCKEYE GROVE 

Since 1934, a Buckeye tree has been planted in honor of each of 
Ohio States All-American. Trees are usually planted in a pregame 
ceremony at the spring game, With the renovation of Ohio Stadium 
in 2001, the Buckeye Grove is now loated at the southwest corner 
of the stadium. 


TUNNEL OF PRIDE 

‘The brainchild of ex-OSU quarterback Rex Kern and former 
Director of Athletics Andy Geiger, the Tunnel of Pride actually 
started in 1995, when Notre Dame visited Ohio Stadium for the 
first meeting between the two teams in nearly 50 years. In an effort 
to generate even more emotion, excitement and enthusiasm than 
already existed, Kern and Geiger reached out to former Buckeye 
football players who were attending the game and asked them to 
form a tunnel for the team to run through as it came onto the field. 
‘Thus a tradition was born, which is now continued every other year 
when Michigan visits Ohio Stadium. 


BLOCK O 

An Ohio State University and Ohio Stadium tradition, Block 
“O" is celebrated its 65th anniversary last year. Known for spreading 
spirit, starting cheers and performing card stunts, Block “O” was 
founded in 1938 by Clancy Isaac. After seeing a cheering section 
at the University of Southern California, Isaac decided that it was 
something Ohio State needed. Sixty-six years later, Block “O” is 
Ohio State's largest student organization on campus and has gained 
local and national recognition.

SENIOR TACKLE 

A last practice of the year tradition since 1913 where the seniors 
hit the blocking sled one final time, For many years it was held 
following the last practice prior to the season finale with Michigan.

HOMECOMING 

First recognized in 1912, Homecoming began as “Ohio State 
Day,” Iewas initiated by Professor (and later OSU President) George 
W. Rightmire, Homecoming was designed to bring the alumni back 
to the university and celebrate. 

The celebration has been noted, among other things, for the 
decorating of Greek chapter facilities and university dormitories. 

‘The parade is another tradition Buckeyes’ hold high. The parade 
did noc become a time-honored tradition until it joined the schedule 
permanently in 1965. 

In 1926, student supporters wishing to pull a practical joke on 
the university, convinced the community that Maudine Ormsby 
was to be honored as queen, She was so popular on campus, she 
won the vote. Maudine actually turned out to be a cow, the only 
cow ever elected as homecoming queen. 


THE ILLIBUCK TROPHY 

‘The winner of the Ohio State ~ Illinois game has received the 
Illibuck trophy since the tradition began in 1925. Illibuck was a live 
turtle, buthas been a wooden replica since 1927. Also representative 
of the rivalry is the peace pipe. Members of two junior honorary 
societies, Bucket and Dipper of Ohio State and Sachem of Illinois, 
annually meet at halftime of the Fighting Illini-Buckeye game to 
smoke the peace pipe and present the “Illibuck” trophy to the win- 
ning school from the previous year.

Founded in 1896, the Big’Ten has sustained a comprehensive set 
of shared practices and policies that enforce the priority of academics 
in student-athletes’ fives and emphasize the values of integrity, 
fairness and competitiveness. Big Ten universities provide in excess 
‘of $89 million in athletic scholarship aid to more than 8,400 men 
and women student-athletes who compete for 25 championships, 12 
for men and 13 for women.

‘The Big’Ten led all conferences with nine institutions appearing, 
among the top 30 in the 2005 Excellence in Athletics Cup, 
which was established in 2004 by the Laboratory for the Study 
of Intercollegiate Athletics at Texas A&M to recognize all-around 
achievement in athletics. The athletic departments for all NCAA 
Division I schools were evaluated based upon on-field succe 
graduation rate indicators, gender equity indicators and efficiency 
in using financial resources. While conferences were not ranked 
in the second annual study, the Big Ten was rated as the best 
among the six major conferences in the initial Excellence in 
Athletics Cup. The conference ranked among the top two in four 
categories including first in overall graduation rates and achieving, 
gender equity and second in African-American student-athlete 
graduation rates and NCAA postseason competition. 


‘The Big Ten showcased more than 300 events that were televised 
nationally, regionally and locally last year, representing over 600 
hours of programming,
